Northwestern’s 
R eductionJ of Time 
May Cause Other R oads to 
Do I ikewise. 


Ah a result of the North western's 
action other Chicago-Omaha lines are 
figuring on reducing 
m aterially the 
rurnlng time of ti eir fast trains b * 
tween the two cities, 
it Is likely that 
by the new year passenger trains on 
the R ock island, the Burlington, the 
Illinois Central and the Bt. Paul 
will 
be making the run in tw< lve hour* or 
under. 
The R ock Island is first to take the 
matter up ofiic ally, tnd it is stated 
that the aompany is m w fig ¡ring on a 
t-chedule which will show a reduction 
in time sufficient to meet the North­ 
western Limited schedule. 


The officials of the Northwestern 
did not figure on disturbing the C hi­ 
cago Omaha 
situation 
when 
they 
decided to run the limited to Omaha 
in one hour anJ twenty minutes less 
time than formerly. 
They argue that 
the limited is strijtly a transcontinen­ 
tal train, and Is not intended to do 
business between Chicago and Omaha 
or between Chicago and Denver. 
The 
limited does not carry a sleeper for 
either of the cities out of Chicago, nor 
docs it carry bleepers from either city 
to Chicago. 
The officials of the other lines, how­ 
ever, insist that, while thi* is the fact, 
it does not prevent people from taking 
the limited between the cities named, 
and therefore It amounts to a cut in 
time between Chicago and Omaha. 
The Chicago Denver lines view the 
situation iu the same light, and it ti 
probable that the Intended cut in time 
will include trains running between 
Chicago and Denver. 
Between 15,000 and 20 000 freight 
oars are needed for immediate use by 
the railroads centering in Chicago. 
Not since 188tt has tho freight car 
shortage been so great as it Is at pres- 
e it, and the trouble has reached an 
acute Btago£ all over the country. 
Not 
a day passes that the »railroads d j not 
refuse large amounts of tonnage be- 
Oi iflf of t ¡eir utter ¡nab 1 ty to obtain 
the cars in which to haul the freight. 
Ordora have been issued by every line 
hero and by nearly all lines of the 
country prohibiting cars from going 
off their own lines, and every effort is 
being ma le to have cars unloaded at 
destination witn the least possible de­ 
lay. 
One feature of the car shortag* 
is tho inconvenience it is causing mer- 
uhantw in Chicago and other 
largo 
cities 
Merchant freight, being high 
class, recaives careful attention, but 
such it the volume of business that the 
roads are unable to handle it and do- 
Hveries have been delayed until many 
of the big shippers have entered an 
emphatic protest. 
The condition more

period of long industrial and commer­ 
cial depression 
was followed 
bv a 
phenomenally good year in crops.
